*.-No amendment of the provisions of the Group Insurance 
Scheme shall be made without the prior approval of the 
Regional. Provident Fund Commissioner concerned and where 
any amendment is likely to effect adversely the interest of 
the employees, the Regional Provident Fund Commissioner 
shall before giving his approval, give a reasonable opportunity 
to the employee to explain their point of view. 

9. Where for any reason, the employees of the said 
establishment do not remain covered under the Group 
Insurance Scheme of the Life Insurance Corporation of 
India as already adopted by the said establishment, or the 
benefits to the employees under this Scheme are reduced in 
any manner, the exemption shall be liable to be cancelled. 


10. Where for any reason, the employer fails to pay the 
premium etc. within the due date, as fixed by the Life 
Insurance Corporation of India, and the policy is allowed 
tft lapse, the exemption shall be liable to be cancelled. 


11. In case of default, if any made by the employer in 
payment of premium the responsibility for payment of 
assurance benefits to the nominee(s) legal heir(s) of decea¬ 
sed member who would have been covered under the said 
Scheme but for grant of this exemption, shall be that of the 
employer. 

12. Upon the death of the member covered under the 
Group Insurance Scheme the Life Insurance Corporation of 


India shall ensure payment of the sum assured to the 
nominee(s)/Legal heirs(s) of the deceased member entitled 
for it and in any case within one month from the receipt of 
clak&s complets in all respect.

And whereas the Boaid in its meeting held on the 11th 
October, 1990, vide Resolution No. 2. dated the 11th October, 
1990 considered the question of revision of the House tax 
on buildings situated within the limits of Clement Town 
Cantonment and resolved that notification be got published' 
in the Gazette of India enforcing the revised rate of the 
House tax. 


NOW THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers conferred 
pby section 60 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924)
